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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration, 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more” categpry in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high builajng activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 19%%. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the Vecember 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more” and decreases of 867 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1, ‘These adjustments can 
arise in various ways, For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion incluaes only new resiaential construction intenaed for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal awellings such as summer cottages, ski shacxs, etc., are not counted, 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
KnOwn as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - @ one-family or two-family house in @ row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural proauction of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the aata on municipalities of 5,000 population am over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The’estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada. 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


ln addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of @umeration, As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towaras delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in whic they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using aaditional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling

variability, caution is required in making such comparison. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October surveys, The Originally published 
figures for starts during tke period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was 
revised to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 
103,437 from 100,041. The 1957 estimates of starts given in this report are 
subject to similar revision on the basis of data woich will be obtained in the 
June 1957 survey and revision of theSe estimates ana of those for the months 
intervening will be made in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because bhey are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been incluaed in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are giwen in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Cexsus in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfla.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of resiaential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas, i1n the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unaer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net changes in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely am for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is nossible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A, It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications,

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more” categpry in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the “urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more" and decreases of 867 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1, These adjustments can 
arise in various ways, For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units trian were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under caonstruc- 
tion incluaes only new resiaential construction intenaed for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal awellings such as summer cottages, ski shacxs, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completec for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
KnOwn @S a. semi-aetached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - @ one-family or two-family house in @ row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. | 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sanple design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural productian of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and hew definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 
ne ES 8 SF1UK LEB 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the aata on municipalities of 5,000 population am over, For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sempling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


ln addition to Sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, As the Survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the Sample areas, there is a tendency towaras delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956, Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using aaditional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling 


a ou 


variability, caution is required in making such comparison. The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October surveys, The Originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was 
revised to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 
103,437 from 100,041. The 1957 estimtes of starts given in this report are 
subject to similar revision on the basis of data which will be obtained in the 
June 1957 survey and revision of theSe estimates ana of those for the months 
interveniag will be made in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because bhey are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been incluaed in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are giwen in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfla.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of resiaential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas, 1n the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unaer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely am for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is nossible,. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A, It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


Maren, 1957 
Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 

are included in the “urban, 5,000 or more” category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 

to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 

a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 

of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 

of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 

"urban, 5,000 or more” and decreases of 867 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm” respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings wnich are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-femily house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
Known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-feamily or two-family house in @ row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 7 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the aata on municipalities of 5,000 population ami over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sempling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


ln addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, As the survey’ for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towaras delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using additional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling

variability, caution is required in making such comparison, The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October surveys, The Originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was 
revised to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 
103,437 from 100,041. The 1957 estimates of starts given in this report are 
subject to similar revision on the basis of data wich will be obtained in the 
June 1957 survey and revision of these estimates ana of those for the months 
interveniag will be made in the June report. 
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The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because bhey are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 unter the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropoliten Areas are giszen in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfla.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January l, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of resiaential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. in the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite gmall, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely am for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A, It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburben areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more” category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000". Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more” ana decreases of 867 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1, These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion incluaes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a@ semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-fanily or two-family house in @ row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classif ications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the | 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more. 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced | 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the gata on municipalities of 5,000 population am over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. ‘The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


in addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration, As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties, However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towaras delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in wiich these starts are reported 
and 4n under-estimate for the months in which they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months, In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using aaditional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling

variability, caution is required in making such comparison, The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been Similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtained in the June and October aur.veys, The Originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was 
revised to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 
103,437 from 100,041. The 1957 estimtes of starts given in this report are 
subject to similar revision on the basis of data wich will be obtained in the 
June 1957 survey and revision of these estimates ana of those for the months 
interveniag will be made in the June report. 
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The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been incluaed in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are gisen in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more” category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfla.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of resiaential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. in the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unaer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January l, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely am for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A, It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

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Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage ad Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Cenws results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more” category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more” and decreases of: 867 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1, These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion incluaes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four siaes, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in @ row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling — 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contein (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250. including produce used for home consumption, This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50. or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually peas 
difference betuden the old and new definitions, 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the aata on municipalities of 5,000 population am over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sempling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of are 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from'a 
complete count, 


in addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to errors 
of @umeration, As the survey for the most part can be carried on without inter- 
view, there is no error attributable to response difficulties. However, due to the 
method of enumeration in the sample areas, there is a tendency towaras delay in the 
reporting of some dwellings started in certain months. Without correction, the 
result would be an over-estimate for the months in which these starts are reported 
and an under-estimate for the months in whic they actually occurred. This effect 
was pronounced in 1955 and 1956. Under-estimates of starts in the months preceding 
June 1955 and October 1955 were balanced by substantial over-estimates for these two 
months. In Table 5 of this report, the distribution of starts by months for 1955 has 
been revised using aaditional reported information on the months in which the dwelling 
was actually started. The effect of this tendency was less in previous years and the 
months affected were different than in 1955 or 1956. Data is not available on which 
to base a revision of the monthly distribution prior to 1955. As changes from month 
to month are affected by these delays in reporting and by the inherent sampling

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variability, caution is required in making ‘such comparison, The 1956 estimates of 
starts given in previous issues of this report have been Similarly revised on the 
basis of data obtainea in the June and October sur.veys,. The Originally published 
figures for starts during the period January 1 to May 31, 1956, of 38,007 was 
revised to 40,798 and for starts, January 1 to September 30, 1956, was revised to 
103,437 from 100,041. The 1957 estimates of starts given in this report are 
subject to similar revision on the basis of data woich will be obtained in the 
June 1957 survey and revision of these estimates ana of those for the months 
interveniag will be made in the June report. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been incluaed in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are gimen in Table 4; 
the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations mace for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfla.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of resiaential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. in the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
unaer construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


June, 1957 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 19%4 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under, 5,000". Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more" and decreases of &67 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e@., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(444) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 


(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more . 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions.

Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration‘in the Sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1957, the originally 
published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1957, has been revised from 
27,602 to 30,713. Another revision. of starts which will cover the period 
June 1 to October 30, 1957,will be mede in the October 1957 report. Similar 
revisions have been made in the past to originally published data for 1955 and 
1956 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in Tables Lite; 
and 5 are on the revised basis, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955, Boundary alterations mde for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in mincrease of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


July, 1957 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. Alli Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
js’ covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000". Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 

_of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more" and decreases of &67 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer

dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of: dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i4.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwellin, 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 


(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications, 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least. 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions.

Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample Survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
Should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
canplete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimtes are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
sSurveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1957, the originally 
published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1957, has been revised from 
27,602 to 30,713. Another revision of starts which will cover the period 
June 1 to October 30, 1957, will be made in the October 1957 report. Similar 


1956 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, 
and 5 are on the revised basis, For June and July 1956, this revision added 
1,600 units to Canada figure for starts, 
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The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations mde for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in mincrease of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


August, 1957 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
"urban, 5,000 or more" and decreases of &67 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2+family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(411) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living qarters over a 
store, etc.); 


(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classificationse 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own @jtrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sanple design which took place over a period 
fron late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 
SS SND 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 53000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases.s Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada | 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1957, the originally 
published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1957, has been revised from 
27,602 to 30,713. Another revision of starts which will cover the period 
June 1 to October 30, 1957, will be made in the October 1957 report. Similar 
revisions have been made in the past to originally published data for 1955 and 
1956 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, 
and > are on the revised basis. For June to August 1956, this revision added 
2,502 units to Canada figure for starts.

The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2.. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations mde for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in mincrease of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cet in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the four 
rural-urban classifications,

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


September, 1957 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on 4 sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 

are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 

to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 

a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 

£f the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 

of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the remlt of an increase of 1,266 in 

"urban, 5,000 or more" and decreases of 867 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"rural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 


dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
is@e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


oie 
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(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over a 
store, etc.); 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
fron late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimtes are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. ~ 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1957, the originally 
published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1957, has been revised from 
27,602 to 30,713. Another revision of starts which will cover the period 
June 1 to October 30, 1957, Will be made in the October 1957 report. Similar 
revisions have been made in the past to originally published data for 1955 and 
1956 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, 
and 5 are on the revised basise For June to September 1956, this revision added 
3,396 units to Canada figure for starts. 
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The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
jargest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential cons truction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in mincrease of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over & per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporatione All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are emumerated completely The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
turban, 5,000 or more" and deereases of 867 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"yyral, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various wayse For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc= 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
ieee, not joined to other buildings; 


(4i) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a sani-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace ~ a one-family or two family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 


or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living qarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.), 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumptione This definition was introduced 
coneurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the sizeof the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the mst part, ¢an be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveyse On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1,to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 305. 1950, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basise 


hes 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metro politan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under § per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over & per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


November, 1957 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are emmerated completely The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000", Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
Mturban, 5,000 or more" and deereases of 867 and 236 in “urban under 5,000" and 
"yural, non-farm" respectively. 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various wayse For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported wien construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
‘Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey.

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters” 


having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumptione This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the sizeof the 
estimate decreasese Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the mst part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveyse On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1,to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1957, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
hs the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this surveye With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporatione All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeratione 


On the basis of 1956 Census results, an additional 36 urban municipalities 
are included in the "urban, 5,000 or more" category in Tables 2 and 3. Previous 
to 1957 these were mostly compiled in the "urban under 5,000". Full coverage of 
a few additional areas of high building activity formerly covered on a sample 
basis was begun as at January 1, 1957. These changes resulted in the estimate 
of the total number of dwellings under construction in Canada at the beginning 
of the year being revised from 68,579 (as given in the December 1956 report) to 
68,742. This increase of 163 units is the result of an increase of 1,266 in 
turban, 5,000 or more" and detreases of 867 and 236 in "urban under 5,000" and 
"yural, non-farm" respectively. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table le These adjustments can 
arise in various wayse For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc= 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etce, are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
ieee, not joined to other buildings; 


(41) 2efamily detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a sani-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace -~ a one-family or two family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 


or adjacent walls;

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (eege, living quarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.), 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumptione This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the sizeof the 
estimate decreasese Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. | 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1,to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1957, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basise 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
4s the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2.6 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956+ While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix Ae It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications. 


Starts of new dwelling units in Canada decreased by 4 per cent from 
127,311 units in 1956 to 122,340 in 1957. However, starts in the last three months 
of 1957 amounted to 33,815 units as compared with 23,874 for the corresponding period 
of 1956¢ Completions of new dwellings totalled 117,283 in 1957 or a decrease of 
nearly 14 per cent from the 1956 total of 135,700. Including dwelling units added 
by conversion of existing structures, total completions amounted to 121,265 for 1957 
and to 139,266 for 1956 At December 31, 1957, there were 72,573 units under 
construction as compared with 68,579 at the end of 1956. 
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In all six regions starts decreased from 1956 to 1957. Although 
this was the case in the Maritimes as a whole, Prince Edward Island showed an 
increase. In the Prairies decreases in Manitoba more than offset increases in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
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Completions of new dwellings were lower for 1957 than for 1956 in all 
six regionse Increases in New Brunswick and in Saskatchewan were more than counter- 
balanced by decreases in the other provinces of the Maritime and Prairie regionSe 
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Time under construction for dwellings completed in 1957 averaged 606 
months somewhat higher than the 1956 average of 604 monthse 


From analysis of the types of dwelling constructed, it is estimated that 
over 29 per cent of the new dwellings completed in 1957 were built for rental 
purposes. A similar analysis for 1956 indicated that about 26 per cent of the 
dwellings completed in that year were built for rentale

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc=- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
je@e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etce)e

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter; 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete counte 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1957, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956. Figures for any of these 
years shown in Tables 1, 2, or 5 are on the revised basise The 1958 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to a revision of the same nature on the 
basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1958 survey and revision of these 
estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made in the June reporte 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal citye 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
43 the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2o 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptiorsof Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Arease In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under &§ per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over & per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 

the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


February, 1958 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. Al1 Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated ccmpletely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumerati one 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were revorted when construction ccrmenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are nct counted, 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
je@e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two family house in a row

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter, 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside 


The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more | 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least | 


250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 


concurrently with a chanzeover to a new sample design which took place over a period ; 


from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municivalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimete decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings besun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts Jamary 1, to September 30,5. 19375 
has been revised from $5,903 to 8,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956. Figures for any of these 
years shown in Tables 1, 2, or 5 are on the revised basise The 1958 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to a revision of the same nature on the 
basis of data which will be obtained in the June 19538 survey and revision of these 
estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made in the June reporte 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metrovolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal citye 
Jata for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
43 the wnole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2 °

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
| to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
‘and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptiorsof Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under § per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
‘dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 


of 1956 data with previous years is possible.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. ‘The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeratione 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may convain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etce, are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
je@e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2efamily detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (eeg., living quarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etce)e 


Aiies 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter; 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1957, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956. Figures for any of these 
years shown in Tables 1, 2, or 5 are on the revised basise The 1958 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to a revision of the same nature on the 
basis of data which will be obtained in the June 19538 survey and revision of these 
estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made in the June reporte 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
43 the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the exceptiorsof Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. Al1 Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A colum headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
je8., not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two family house in a row 


of three or more attached houses with common 


or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 


purposes which contains one or more dwelling 


units (e.g, living quarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etce)e

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarte} 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 
rn ge ee, 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 23000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1957, 
has been revised from 85,903 to 68,525 Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956, Figures for any of these 
years shown in Tables 1, 2, or 5 are on the revised basis. The 1958 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to a revision of the same nature on the 
basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1958 survey and revision of these 
estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made in the June reporte 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal city. 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 

3 the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2, 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this survey. With the excentiorsof Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban arease Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix Ae It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


May, 1958 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etce, are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) 1+family detached - a one~family house open on all four sides, 
{e@e, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two family house in a row 


of three or more attached houses with common 


or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 


purposes which contains one or more dwelling 


units (e.g., living quarters in a office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etce)e 


le 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates, The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and October 
surveySe On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1957, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1957, has been 
revised from 27,602 to 30,713 and for starts January 1, to September 305, 19575 
has been revised from 85,903 to 88,525. Similar revisions have been made in the 
past to originally published data for 1955 and 1956. Figures for any of these 
years shown in Tables 1, 2, or 5 are on the revised basis. The 1958 estimates of 
starts given in this report are subject to a revision of the same nature on the 
basis of data which will be obtained in the June 1952 survey and revision of these 
estimates and of those for the months intervening will be made in the June reporte 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, 
but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and the 
largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal CLUye 
Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given in Table 
43 the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" category in 
Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 1952 
to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan Areas 
of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), Vancouver, 
and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the delineation of 
these areas for this surveye With the exceptiors of Ottawa-Hull and Vancouver, the 
changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of residential construction 
reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of Ottawa-Hull, the addition of 
Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat under 8 per cent in dwellings 
under construction at January 1, 1956, and for Vancouver, the addition of Delta 
District. Municipality and the part of Surrey District Municipality formerly excluded 
from the Metropolitan Area resulted in an increase of a little over 8 per cent in 
dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total 
Metropolitan Area of St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the 
suburban portion was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison 
of 1956 data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also have 
suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix A. It 
should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are included in 
the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one of the rural- 
urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A columheaded "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwelling which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Typesof dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace - a one~-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.).

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


/ 
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For the purpose of this survey, 2 farm mst contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings 
begun in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and 
October surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1958, the 
originally published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956. Another revision of starts which will cover 
the period June 1 to October 30, 1958, will be made in the October 1958 report. 
Similar revisions have been made each year since 1955 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2 or 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in:.the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2.

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over & per cent in dwellings under construction at 
Jamary 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion 
was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 
data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A columheaded "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwelling which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Typesof dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.6., not joined to other buildings; 


(44) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house;

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarte 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage insid 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or mor 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on minicipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings 
begun in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and 
October surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1958, the 
originally published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956. Another revision of starts which will cover 
the peried June 1 to October 30, 1958, will be made in the October 1958 report. 
Similar revisions have been made each year since 1955 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2 or 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2,

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewilat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
Jamary 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion 
was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 
data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications,

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


August, 1958 


Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A columheaded "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwelling which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey. 


Typesof dwelling: 


(i) 1-family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
i.e., not joined to other buildings; 


(41) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(441) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.g., living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.).

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarter 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mist contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on minicipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration, As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings 
begun in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and 
October surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1958, the 
originally published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956. Another revision of starts which will cover 
the period June 1 to October 30, 1958, will be made in the October 1958 report. 
Similar revisions have been made each year since 1955 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2 or 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2,

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over & per cent in dwellings under construction at 
Jamary 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion 
was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 
data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications,

NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


September, 1958 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A columheaded "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwelling which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey.

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings 
begun in the preceding months are not reported as starts until the June and 
October surveys. On the basis of such delayed reports made in June 1958, the 
originally published figure for starts, January 1 to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956. Another revision of starts which will cover 
the period June 1 to October 30, 1958, will be made in the October 1958 report. 
Similar revisions have been made each year since 1955 and figures for these years 
shown for comparative purposes in Tables 1, 2 or 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2.

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfid.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over & per cent in dwellings under construction at 
Jamary 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion 
was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 
data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage snd Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A columheaded "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwelling which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey.

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mist contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as started until the June and October 
surveyse On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1958, 
the originally published figure for starts Jamary 1, to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1958, 
has been revised from 117,832 to 122,057. Similar revisions have been made each 
year since 1955 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in 
Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas are included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2,

The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over & per cent in dwellings under construction at 
Jamary 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion 
was changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 
data with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas, Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications.

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
4s covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various wayse For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced e 


Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancye 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellingswhich are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this survey.

A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside, 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm mst contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agricultural production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on minicipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete counte 


In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as started until the June and October 
surveyse On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1958, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1958, 
has been revised from 117,832 to 122,057. Similar revisions have been made each 
year since 1955 and figures for these years shown for comparative purposes in 
Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulations. 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been included in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
citye Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas is included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
gategory in Table 2. 
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The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nfld.), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January 1, 1956, in the 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of somewhat 
under $ per cent in dwellings under construction at January 1, 1956, and for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956¢ While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nflde, was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was 
changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data 
with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belorg individually, which could be any one 
of the rural-urban classifications.

NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION

Introduction 


The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nationwide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and Urban centres of 5,000 population and over, as well as other areas of 
high building activity, are enumerated completely. The remainder of the country 
is covered on a sample basis with about 800 sample areas selected for enumeration. 


A colunn headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments can 
arise in various wayse For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer 
dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Change in Coverage 


Up to the present, the coverage of areas outside 
the urban centres of 5,000 population and over has 
been made through a sample survey carried out in 
conjunction with the monthly Labour Force Surveye 
This arrangement has been subject to two important 
disadvantages: (1) the sample used was designed for 
population surveys and not for a survey of new 
dwellings; in consequence, there is a high sampling 
variability attached to the estimates; (2) the full 
areas of the sample segments have been covered only 
twice a year - at the end of June and at the end of 
October; in the intervening months coverage has been 
limited to those parts of the segment areas visited 
in the course of interviewing for the Labour Force 
Surveys This has resulted in delay in the reporting 
of many starts in the sample areas until the end of 
June or October and has necessitated revision of the 
estimates for the previous months at these times (see 
second paragraph of "Reliability of Estimates", page Lye 


To reduce sampling variability, a new sample has 
been designed specifically for this survey and is being 
introduced at the beginning of 1959. The field work for 
this sample will be carried out through the field organ= 
ization of Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 

The cost of covering the sample areas monthly would be 
prohibitive and it has been decided, therefore, to 

carry out a full survey in the sample areas four times 

a year - at the end of March, June, September and 
December. From the beginning of 1959, consequently, 
estimates of construction of new dwellings for the whole 
country will be available only on a quarterly basise 
However, these quarterly estimates should be more 
reliable than the estimates for previous years since they 
will be subject to lower sampling error and to more 
accurate reporting of the period when dwellings were 
started. Monthly reporting for the urban centres of 
5,000 population and over will be continued and data 

on housing construction for these areas will be published

Definitions 


The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construc- 
tion includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancyo 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for 
the purposes of this surveye 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) l+family detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, 
iceeo, not joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two 
dwelling units, either one above the other 
open on all four sides, or two units side 
by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(4ii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row 
of three or more attached houses with common 
or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling 
units, or (b) a structure used for business 
purposes which contains one or more dwelling 
units (e.go, living quarters in an office 
building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etce). 


A dwelling unit is defined as a structurally separate set of living quarters 
having its own entrance from outside of the building, or from a common passage inside. 
The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the number of households the 
structure is intended tc accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain (a) three acres or more 
or (b) from one to three acres and have a yearly agricultural production of at least 
$250 including produce used for home consumption. This definition was introduced 
concurrently with a changeover to a new sample design which took place over a period 
from late 1953 to early 1955. While formerly a farm was defined as containing at 
least one acre and having a yearly agriculturdl production of $50 or more, it is 
considered that, for classification of new dwellings, there is actually little 
difference between the old and new definitions. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are based in part on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on municipalities of 5,000 population and over. For estimates derived 
from the sample survey, the relative sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreasese Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count.

In addition to sampling variance, all of the estimates are subject to 
errors of enumeration. As the survey, for the most part, can be carried out 
without interview, there is little error attributable to response difficulties. 
However, due to the method of enumeration in the sample areas, some dwellings begun 
in the preceding months are not reported as started until the June and October 
surveyse On the basis of such delayed reports made in June and in October, 1958, 
the originally published figure for starts January 1, to May 31, 1958, has been 
revised from 48,621 to 51,956 and for starts January 1, to September 30, 1958, 
has been revised from 117,832 to 122,057. Similar revisions have been made each 
year since 1955 and fisures for these years shown for comparative purposes in 
Tables 1, 2, and 5 are on the revised basis. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the 
last digit, but rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing 
the tabulationse 


Metropolitan Areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas and 
the largest of these have been i:cluded in Table 3 under the name of the principal 
city. Data for the individual components of these Metropolitan Areas are given 
in Table 4; the whole of these areas is included in the "Urban, 5,000 or more" 
category in Table 2. 


The Metropolitan Areas set up for the 1951 Census have been used from 
1952 to 1955. Boundary alterations made for the 1956 Census in the Metropolitan 
Areas of Calgary, Edmonton, Hamilton, London, Ottawa-Hull, St. John's (Nflde), 
Vancouver, and Windsor, have been incorporated as of January os: LO SGarin ene 
delineation of these areas for this survey. With the exceptions of Ottawa-Hull 
and Vancouver, the changes in boundaries have little effect on the volume of 
residential construction reported for these Metropolitan Areas. In the case of 
Ottawa-Hull, the addition of Nepean Township resulted in an increase of samewhat 
under 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at January T5419 56,2end for 
Vancouver, the addition of Delta District Municipality and the part of Surrey 
District Municipality formerly excluded from the Metropolitan Area resulted in 
an increase of a little over 8 per cent in dwellings under construction at 
January 1, 1956. While the net change in the total Metropolitan Area of 
St. John's, Nfld., was quite small, the subdivision of the suburban portion was 
changed entirely and for the individual sections no comparison of 1956 data 
with previous years is possible. 


Other Major Urban Areas 


In addition to the Metropolitan Areas, other large urban centres also 
have suburban areas. Data for these other major urban areas are given in Appendix 
A. It should be noted that in Table 2, the suburban areas in these cases are 
included in the category to which they belong individually, which could be any one 


of the rural-urban classifications. 


Analysis 


Starts of new dwelling units in 1958 totalled 164,632,an increase of 
35 percent from 122,340 units started in 1957 and 19 percent greater than the previous 
high of 138,276 reached in 1955. There were 146,686 new dwellings completed in 1958, 
an increase of 25 percent from the 1957 total of 117,283 units and 8 percent higher 
than the previous peak of 135,700 units completed in 1956. Including dwelling units 
added by conversion of existing structures, total completions amounted to 151,216 for 
1958 and to 121,265 for 1957. At December 31, 1958, there were 86,162 units under 
construction as compared with 72,573 at the end of 1957. . 
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Starts increased from 1957 to 1958 in all Regions. These increases 
ranged from 7 percent in the Maritimes to 45 percent in the Prairies.

Completions were higher in all regions in 1958 than in 1957. 


Although in the Maritimes they were lower in Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia. 


Ontario showed the highest percentage increase (32%) from 1957, the increase in the 
other regions ranging down to 2 percent in Newfoundlande 
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Time under construction for dwellings completed in 1958 averaged 6.0 


months, as compared with the 1957 average of 6-6 monthse
